And whereas there are atthis pre» 
ſent,diuers old coynes of bale allay within that her Maicſties Realme of Itcland yſed, and pafling in payments between m2 n,which being now decryed ,adnulled, 
and called downe, her Maieſtie doth thinke fie to haue the ſame brought ia and reduced to one vniforme coyne of this new tanderd, her Highneffe is therefore 
leaſed, thatcuzry perſon who ſhall have ia his hands any quantitie of ſuch baſe coyae, and (hal bring 1a the ſam? to any ofthe Ofticers 0 ther Exchange here in 
Citend ther the officer receiuing the ſame,ſhal deliuer to the bringer,monie for monie ofthe monies of this new ander now appointedto be curran: in Ireland, 
And for as much as this notorious inconuenience aforeſaid, cannorbe prevented without there be 2 due obſeruation of ſuch Lawes ofthis Realme of England, as 
hererofore haue bene made, reftraining the tranſporting of the monies currantjn Eng/andinto that Realme of [re/andin ſpecio,wherin great diſorder hath bene 
of late yeares committed, and thereby great inconueniences enſued, Her Maiefty dorh ſiraightly charge and-commaund, al Magiſtrats and Ofhcers ro whom it 
hal appertaine, to ſee ſeuere execution of ſuch Laws as do prohibit thetranſportation ofher coynes of England into [re/a1d,aud namely one ſtature madein the 
ninercenth yearc of the raigne ofher Maieſties Grandfather of famous memorieKing Ht xx v the ſeuenth, her Maieftics purpoſe being by this Proclamation 
20 admonilh her loving ſubieRs ef both-her Realmes, and al others trading in herRealme of Irelard, that they ſhal from henceforth forbeare al tranſportation 
of monies of Exglard into Ireland, for that her Maieſty wil cauſethe former Lawes prohibiting the ſaid crapſportation.at monicgte be fo Rraightly looked vnto
